Battle Harbor, Labrador (by wireless 
telegraph, via Cape Ray, N. F.), Sep- 
tember 15.—“We hoisted the Stars and 
Stripes twice at the North Pole,” said 
Matthew Henson, Commander Robert 
E. Peary’s colored lieutenant and the 
only other civilian, according to Peary, 
who ever reached the Pole. 

Henson personally assisted in rais- 
ing the American flag, and he led the 
Eskimos in the cheers and an extra 
cheer for Old Glory in the Eskimo 
tongue. . 

Reach Pole at Noon. 

“We arrived at the pole just before 
noon April 6, the party consisting of 
the commander, myself and four Eski- 
mos and thirty-six dogs, divided into 
two detachments, equal in number and 
headed respectively by Commander 


Peary and myself. We had left the 
last supporting party at 87 degrees, 53 


minutes, where we separated from 
Captain Bartlett, who was photo- 
graphed by the commander. Captain 
Bartlett regretted that he did not have 
a British flag to erect on the ice at 
this spot so that the photograph might 
show this as the farthest north to 
which the banner of Britain had been 
advanced. 

“When the flag was placed Com- 
mander Peary exclaimed in English, 
We will plant the Stars and Stripes dt 
the North Pole.’ In the native lan- 
guage I proposed three cheers, which. 
were’ given in the Eskimos’ own 
tongue. The Eskimos danced about 
and showed great pleasure that the 
Pole at last was reached.” 

Commander Peary said that when he 
reached the Pole the first flag to be 
thrown to the breeze was a silken 
American emblem presented to him by 
his wife fifteen years ago. He had 
carried this flag on every one of his 
expeditions to the north, leaving a 
piece of it at the highest point he at- 
tained. The last remnants were raised 
and left at the Pole. The explorer 
then raised the navy ensign, the flag 
of the Navy League, then the flag of 
the Delta Kappa Epsilon fraternity 
and finally a flag of peace.

The Cunningham Claim. 


By appointment of President Roose- 
velt you became commissioner of. the 
general land office in March, 1907, and 
resigned the position in March, 1908, 
and then returned to Seattle, your 
home, to resume the practice of the 
law. In March, 1909, I appointed you 
secretary of the interior, and you as- 
sumed the duties of your office on the 
fifth day of that month. In the inter- 
val, when you were not holding office, 
one of thé'Cunningham coal claimants 
consulted you in regard to the pros- 
pect of securing a patent on the claims, 
and invited your attention to the char- 
acter of certain evidence which was 
being used to impeach the validity of¢ 
the claims by Special Agent Glavis. 
You accepted the employment; visited 
Secretarye Garfield and Commissioner 
Dennett, presented the question to them 
in respect to which you had been con- 
sulted, and found that there was no 
probability of securing the patent of 
the claims without presenting them un- 
der recent remedial legislation, impos- 
ing conditions which the claimants 
were either unwilling or unable to 
meet. * You so advised your clients. To 
pay your traveling expenses and for 
your services, you received $250 and 
no. more. 

“The inference which Mr. Glavis 
seeks to have drawn to your discredit 
in this connection is that you. while 
commissioner of the general land 
office, came into possession of facts 
concerning the so-called Cunningham 
group of coal lands claims, which 
made it improper for you to use such 
facts after your resignation in the 
course of securing the patents. I find 
the fact to be that as commissioner 
you acquired no knowledge in respect 
to the claims except that of the most 
formal character, and nothing which 
was not properly known to your 
clients when they consulted you. The 
evidence in respect to which you were 
consulted professionally was not se- 
cured by Mr. Glavis until after your 
resignation as commissioner of the 
general land office. 

Inference Not Upheld. 


“A second inference sought to be 
drawn by Mr. Glavis against you is 
that you have acted improperly since 
becoming secretary of the interior in 
reference to the consideration of the 
Cunningham cases and have used your 
influence to interfere with Mr, Glavis’ 
efforts to defeat the claims, 

“Your only action whichinany man- 
ner could affect the Cunningham 
group of claims was an order made by 
you soon after assuming office, that 
the 30,000 claims pending and undis- 
posed of in the land office should be 
pressed to final hearing and disposi- 
tion as rapidly as possible consistent 
with justice, and these included the 931 
Alaska coal claims, of which the Cun- 
ningham group numbered nineteen. As 
such expedition was essential both in 
the public interest and in that of the 
claimants, it could hardly be said to 
be action taken in the Cunningham 
claims. 

“The record overwhelmingly estab- 
lishes that, expressly because of your 
previous retention as counse} to one 
of the claimants, from the time you 
entered upon your duties to the office 
of secretary of the interior until the 
present day, you have studiously de- 
clined to have any connection whatever 
with the Cunningham claims Or to ex- 
ercise any control over the courage of 
the department in respect to those 
claims; that you have said so in writ- 
ten and verbal communications to your 
subordinates and to the claimants 
themselves. Moreover, in May las 
you came to mé and made a similar 
statement to me of sour course and in- 
tention in respect to those claims. 

“The statment made by Mr. Gilavis 
that while you did thus formally with- 
draw from any official connection with 
the Cunningham claims, you neéverthe- 
less continued to exercise your infiu- 
ence in regard to them, is not sustained 
by any evidence in the records pro- 


duced.

GOVERNMENT WILL ISSUE _

Washington, September 15.—So 
widespread has interest in the strange 
malady, pellagra, become among medi- 
cal authorities and others throughout 
the country tat Surgeon General Wy- 
man, of the public health and marine 
hospital service, has decided to issue 
a weekly bulletin dealing exclusively 
with the development of that disease. 
This step has been decided upon as a 
result of requests from practically all 
of the state boards of health, who are 
watching the progress of the disease, 
particularly in the south, with much 
concern. 

The proposed report will show 
only the prevalence of pellagra, 
will indicate the distribution of 
disease. The statistical data for the 
publication will be furnshed by the 
médical authorities of the various 
states and territories. This informa- 
tion, it is believed, will be of great aid 
in determining the cause of pellagra 
and help materially in the efforts of

Appeal. 


The leading physicians of Atlanta 
and the @embers of the board of health 
are strongly in favor of the proposed 
issue of city bonds, and they will urge 
every voter to vote for the issue. They 
say that from a health standpoint 
alone every citizen of Atlanta should 
support the bonds. With thousands 
of houses without water and sewer- 
age, they say, it eannot be expected 
that Atlanta should be a healthful com- 
munity. Not a single physician who 
was asked about the bond election was 
opposed to the issue of $3,465,800 for 
sewers, waterworks, schools, hospitals 
and crematories. They all pointed out 
that water and sewers were absolutely 
needed for the protection of the health 
and lives of the people; that a public 


hospital was a crying necessity; that 
new school houses were needed to pre- 
vent sickness among the children, and 
that new crematories must be had to 
keep the city clean.

‘|GOOD REASON SUBMITTED 
FOR ALL THESE PAROLES 


Good reasons and strong recom- 
mendations were submitted for each 
of the seven paroles granted by Gov- 
ernor Brown this week. These seven 
cases were the accumulation of two 
or three weeks’ business from the 
prison commission, in each of which 


the commission hed made careful in- 
vestigation and recommended clemen- 
cy to the extent of parole, which is 
quite different from a pardon, in that 
it puts the convict so released under 
probation and requires him to make 
monthly reports to the commission. 

In almost every instance clemency 
was recommended by the trial judge 
and solicitor general, recommenda- 
tions which it has been Governor 
Brown’s policy to require in such 
cases wherever practicable to com- 
mute them. In one case, that of Tilt 
Shelton, of Chattahoochee county, who 
was given a life sentence for murder, 
Governor Brown is still holding up 
the prison commission’s recommenda- 
tion of commutation to present ser- 
vice, until he can ascertain whether 
the trial judge and solicitor general 
think it should be granted. The com- 
mission based its recommendation 
upon evidence showing the -killing to 
have been an accident resulting from 
improper handling of an automatic re- 
volver. 

In the case of Tom Evans, of Cobb 
county, who was given a five years’ 
sentence for larceny, ten of the trial 
jurors, the county and city officials 
and several hundred citizens asked his 
pardon, one of the grounds being that 
the jury recommended punishment as 
for a misdemeanor, which was disre- 


tence, but instead of being pardoned 
was paroled. ; 

Tom Anderson, of Emanuel, had 
served eleven years of a life sentence 
for murder, and his pardon was rec- 
ommended by the judge and solictor 
general and nine of the trial jurors, 
all now living in the county. In ad- 
dition, he had been promised good 
employment by W. J. Evans, the man 
who caused his prosecution. 

Snow Allen, of Jackson county, had 
served seven and a half years of a 
ten years’ sentence for burglary. His 
parole was recommended . by the 
judge, solicitor general, trial jury and 
the prosecutor. 

Emanuel McGlaun, of Marion coup- 
ty, had served twenty-three years of 
a life sentence for murder. He was 
convicted upon conflicting testimony 
and is now a very old man. His pa- 
role was granted upon the request of 
numerous citizens of the county. 

Tom Cannon, of Habersham, , had 
served three and a half years of a 
five Years’ sentence for larceny. 
Physicians certified that unless re- 
leased he would become disabled for 
life. The trial judge and many citl- 
gers recommended his parole, 

John Bickers, of Bibb, had served 
four years of a ten years’ sentence 
for burglary. His pardon was recom- 
mended by judge, solicitor general, 
county physician and many citizens, 
and he has been promised good em- 
ployment as a barber, which is his 
trade, 

W. A. Maxwell, of Grady county, 
was over sixty years of age when 
sent to the penitentiary two years 
ago for an eight-year term for volun- 
tary manslaughter. The evidence 
showed extenuating circumstances in 
his case, and the judge, solicitor gen- 
eral, jurors and many citizens urged

Decatur, Ga., September 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Farmers’ Union and its 


friends gathered in the courthouse af) 


to hear the address of the Hon. Ben 
L. Griffin, of Arkansas. There were 
present some eminent Farmers’ Union 
leaders—Messrs. Lee, Bodenhamer, 
Smith and others; The speakers were 
Mr. Lee, president of 
the union of Georgia. 

In the speaker's preliminary re- 
marks he made no concealment of be- 
ing “stuck” on Georgia, and after some 
preliminary remarks he took as his sub- 
ject. “The Farmer Must Play the 
Game.” 

In dwelling upon this text the speak- 
er was convinced that if farmers— 
one-fifth of the thirteen millions— 
would study the game that they should 
play as the ball teams study their 
games, there would be no turning of 
them down. The trouble is the lack of 
organization. Even the baseballist will 
play as his captain tells him, but put 
a farmer On first ahd he will insist on 
taking the second or on being a flelder, 
and if you don’t let him play just as 
he chooses he won’t-play at all, all for 
the lack of proper discipline and or- 
ganization. The greatest evil of organ- 
ized effort is the independence of the 
average farmer, the speaker thought, 
and that independent spirit has dwelt 
with them through all the history of 
our country. 

The Lesson of the Past. 

The failures of the past in farmers’ 
movements were pointed out in the 
dead grange, the dead alliance, the 
dead third party, but now the Farm- 
ers’ Union would demonstrate eet 


“You may break, you may shatter the 
vase if you will, — 

But the scent of the roses will cling 
to it still.” 


With all the good principles of these 
dead orders the union will add busi- 
ness, and learn to play the game as it 
was never played before. Without 
knowing how to play the game, the 
farmers and the merchants of the 
south stand helpless as a child. In or- 
ganization and friendly cooperation 
lies all the hope. 

Applause Fer Barrett. 

At the mention of Mr. Barrett's name 
a wave of enthusiasm seemed to sweep 
the crowd. Every heart beat faster, 
till a burst of applause drowned out 
the voice of the speaker and caused 
him to mention his red hair and freck- 
led face to catch the attention again. 

The speaker told of a ride he had 
in a Pullman car along with a Wall 
street magnate in December, 1908. The 
/Wall street gentleman had no idea 
that an old “hay-seed” would be rid- 
ing in a Pullman, and so he was en- 
tirely unconcealed, and exposed the 
feelings of his class toward 
the Farmers’ Union movement, which, 
in brief, was to the effect that the 
movement must “be crushed.” In this 
connection an editorial in defense of 
the Farmers’ Union, which appeared 
the day before, was discussed and 
abused by the Wall street gentleman, 
and at this point the speaker raised 
his hand and enthusiastically exclaimed 
that The Atlanta Constitution was the 
greatest and best paper in the United 
States, or so thought the farmers of 
the state of Arkansas. It was the 
notion of the Wall street gentleman 
that if this movement was not crushed, 
these farmers would learn their game, 
and control the world, including Wall 
street, and, therefore should be “crush- 
ed.” 

Value ef Organization. 

The speaker affirmed that the country 
today is organized as it never was be- 
fore. The Farmers’ Union is a part 
in this organization, but they do not 
know the game as many other interests 
understand it. The trouble lies in the 


independence of the average country 
man. It seems, said the speaker, in-

Disaster—fifteen Passengers
